Drug  Policy 
On  Campus 

Ail  of  us  at  Ihc  Communily  College  have  been 
acutely  aware  of  Ihc  possibilities  and  indeed  the 
probabilities  of  our  students  becoming  involved  in 
the  continuing  national  use  and  abuse  ol  dangerous 
drugs,  ll  is  difficull  of  course,  to  separate  fact  from 
fiction  in  assessing  drug  traffic,  or  use  on  this 
campus,  but  we  arc  concerned  and  will  continue  our 
alertness  regarding  the  total  situation.  In  order  to 
make  clear  the  position  of  the  College  in  this  regard.  1 
would  like  to  state  our  policy  regarding  possession, 
distribution  and  use  of  illegal  drugs. 

Any  student  found  possessing,  using.  seUing  or 
involved  in  any  way  with  drugs  on  this  campus, 
unless  prescribed  by  a  physician,  will  be  subject  to 
disciplinary  action  including  dismissal  as  adjudged 
by  the  Judiciary  Board  and  the  President.  In 
addition,  the  college  remains  cognizant  of  its 
responsibilities  to  the  civil  authorities.

Although  the  strike,  scheduled  for 
February  7,  is  not  a  certaitiity,  it  is  a  distinct  possibility.  Prior  to 
such  a  strike,  there  will  be  a  mass  meeting  of  faculty  members  from  all 
fifteen  Community  Colleges  for  a  vote.  We  will  keep  you  informed  of  any 
progress  in  negotiations  and  the  result  of  the  strike  vote  at  that 
mass  meeting. 

We  really  believe  that  the  Community  Colleges  are  the  people's  colleges;  we 
want  them  to  nourish,  but  we  feel  they  are  being  destroyed  right  now.  As 
a  segment  of  the  state's  higher  education  system.  Community  Colleges  are 
being  treated  unfairly;  as  a  part  of  a  national  group  of  Community  Colleges, 
we  are  again  the  "poor  sisters."  This  neglect  of  Community  Colleges, 
means  that  the  quahty  of  education  is  lessened;  that  hurts  you,  as  well  as  us. 

The  Association  realizes  that  any  disruptions  or  strikes  will  have  important 
effects  on  your  education;  we  will  keep  in  close  contact  with  student 
leaders  and  will  try  to  keep  you  informed.

Dan  For  All  Seasons 


Daniel  McCullough  11  has 
joined  the  illustrious  ranks  of 
4Cs  English  Depanment  to  fill 
the  vacancy  left  by  Gordon 
Browne's  acceptance  of  a  post 
at  the  United  Nations.

Dan  was  born  June  10.  1939; 
a  year  that  produced  three 
other  notable  personalities: 
Dylan.  McCartney  and 
Yastrzcmski.  The  oldest  of 
seven  children.  Dan  was 
bi^ughl  up  m  South  Providence, 
the  toughest  side  of  that  aty.  He 
graduated  from  La  Salle 
Academy  in  1957,  but  much  of 
his  education  came  from  the

held  while  in  high  school.  After 
graduating  Dan  deaded  to 
continue  his  learning  on  the 
road.  He  had  been  told  he. 
'^^'asn't  college  material,"  So  at 
seventeen  he  joined  the 
teamsters  and  drove  a  forty- 
foot  trailer  truck  from  Maine 
to  RoiHda  and  from  East  Coast 
to  West.  While  watching  white 
lines  pass  endlessly.  Dan 
dreamt  of  writing  the  great 
American  novel;  he  was  heavily 
innucnced  by  Thomas  Wolfe  as 
wel!  as  the  beat  generation 
writers  Jack  Kerouac  and  Allen 
Ginsberg. 

In  March,  1959  Dan  left  the 
highway  and  began  working  as 
a  lechnica!  writer  for  Lessona, 
a  Providence  firm  that  did 
scientific  research.  His  boss 
asked  Dan  to  take  an 
engineering  test,  and  the  results 
were  so  excellent  that  the 
company  offered  to  pay  his 
way  throiJgh  the  University  of 
Rhode  Island,  Dan,  of  course, 
had  different  ideas.  He  entered 
Providence     College     and 


graduated  in  1963  with  a  degree 
in  Philosophy  He  paid  tuition 
by  writing  for  Lessona,  moving 
furniture,  tifeguarding  and 
seine  fishing  out  of  Point 
Judith,  Rhode  Island,  Seine 
fishing  IS  casting  weighted  nets 
and  hauling  them  in  by  hand- 
Dan  loved  the  sea  and  upon 
graduating  he  boarded  the  first 
boat  heading  to  Georges  Bank. 
He  continued  working  on 
various  boats  out  of  Point 
Judith,  New  Bedford  and 
Gloucester  until  1965,  which 
was  the  year  that  machines 
took  over  the  struggle  of 
pulling  in  the  nets.  During 
these  years  fishing,  the  amazing 
Mr  McCullough  managed  lo 
squeeze  in  a  semister  at  the 
University  of  Rhode  Island 
studying  Biological  Oceano- 
graphy. Soon  Dan  had  to  try 
something  else.

A  dazzling  display  of  color  slide  images  depictingour 
hopes,  fears  and  expectations  for  tomorrow  Dominant 
and  emerging  social  trends  arc  described  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  profound  shift  in  values  now  taking 
place  in  Amencan  society  and  around  the  world.  The 
lecture  asks  and  answers  three  basic  questions  about  the 
future;  What  is  going  on  today?  What  possibilities  are 
there  for  tomorrow?  And  how  do  we  get  there  from 
here?  In  response  to  the  last  question,  several  social 
experiments  implemented  by  Earthrise  arc  reviewed  to 
demonstrate  that  pieces  of  a  desirable  future  can  be 
built  today.  Also,  persona!  frustrations  and  rewards 
from  creating  an  alternative  organization  and  living 
simpler  hfestyles  are  shared.  The  lecture  motivates  the 
audience  to  take  control  of  their  lives,  to  take  the 
initiative  to  alter  current  trends,  and  to  help  create  ajust 
and  ecologically  balanced  society.  The  lecture 
concludes  with  a  fast-paced  montage  of  color  slides 
depicting  current  world  conditions  and  alternatives  in 
energy,  food,  shelter,  education  and  politics.

ACCESSIBILITY

If  you've  recently  made  a  trip  into  one  of  the  men's  or 
women's  rooms  in  the  North  Building  or  in  the  cafeteria 
and  had  the  eerie  feeling  that  you  must  have  been 
preceded  by  either  King  Kong  or  somebody  with  a  very 
serious  gastro-inlestinal  problem,  you  were  mistaken. 

What  you  have  witnessed  is  a  very  important  part  of 
our  Administration's  effoils  to  make  our  campus 
accessible  to  the  handicapped. 

As  part  of  "Phase  I"  of  this  project,  rest  rooms 
throughout  the  campus  are  being  renovated  to  provide 
those  individuals  in  wheelchairs  to  be  able  to  use  the 
facilities  safely  and  comfortably.  In  addition  to  these 
changes,  ramps  will  be  installed,  doors  will  be  widened, 
and  an  elevator  will  be  installed  in  the  Gymnasium  to 
provide  access  to  its  facilities,  also. 

The'money  for  this  project  has  been  a  long  time  in 
coming.  First  appropriated  in  1971.  the  5100,000  necessary 
to  implement  Phase  I  was  not  received  until  this  year. 
As  a  result  of  this  delay,  completion  dates  for  this 
project  have  been  repeatedly  extended,  causing 
considerable  hardship  for  those  handicapped 
individuals  who  entered  CCCC  with  the  belief  that 
structural  modifications  would  be  made  on  schedule. 

As  part  of  Phase  II  of  the  project,  elevators  will  be 
installed  in  the  North  and  South  Buildings.  The  Library 
will  also  be  made  totally  accessible,  although  it  is  not 
known  at  this  time  what  the  modifications  will  be.  John 
Baldasaro,  Dean  of  Administration,  is  hopeful  that 
Phase  II  will  mark  the  completion  of  the  project. 
Another  $100,000  will  be  needed  for  this  final  phase, 
however,  and  Dean  Baldasero  does  not  know  at  this 
time  when  that  money  will  be  forthcoming. 

Phase  I  should  be  completed  by  September.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  won't  have  to  wait  another  six  years  for 
the  money  to  complete  this  project.

All  of  this  is  depressing,  but 
it  should  be  remembered  that 
all  of  these  people  are  highly 
educated  and  that  someone 
paid  for  their  education.  The 
point  is  education  will  go  on. 
the  question  is  who  will  get  it? 

Again  I  don't  have  an  all- 
purpose  answer,  but  consider 
this:  Provisions  for  educating 
Its  citizens  is  a  part  of  the 
American  heritage,  unfortun- 
ately the  process  is  not 
automatic.  Sometimes  we  have 
to  assert  ourselves.  As  to  the 
cost  of  this  education,  an 
axiom  of  my  boyhood  puts  it 
rather  well,  1  think.  "Buying 
quality  is  like  buying  oats;  if 
you  want  nice  fresh  oats,  you 
must  be  wilhng  to  pay  a  fair 
price.  If  however,  you  can  be 
satisfied  with  oats  that  have 
already  been  through  the  horse, 
they  come  a  little  cheaper." 

While  I  do  not  wish  to  be 
didactical  about  what  anyone 
should  do,  I  will  suggest  that 
students  should  make 
absolutely  sure  that  the  money 
managers  understand  that  pre- 
ingestcd  oats  are  not  an  ' 
acceptable  alternative.

Athletic  Department 
Facing   Drastic  Decisions

According  to  a  source  close  to  the  Senate  Budget 
Committee,  the  Athletic  Depariment  (AD)  has  been  cut 
by  a  total  of  S6,000  for  the  1977-1978  year  The  Athletic 
Department  will  receive  $2 1 ,000  plus  25  per  cent  of  any 
additional  amounts  of  funds  the  Student  Senate 
obtains  (This  figure  depends  on  how  many  students 
attend  CCCC  next  year.) 

Because  of  this  cut.  the  Athletic  Department  is  facing 
severe  cutbacks.  T>ie  MAIN  SHEET  has  learned 
exclusively  that  a  varsity  sport  may  have  to  be  cut  In 
response  to  this  AD  Chairman  Peler  Pilsbury  said.  "If 
there  arc  no  supplemental  funds.  I  see  no  other 
alternative  I  really  don't  know  what  we're  going  to  do,"

These  are  the  physical 
education  program,  inlramurals.  and  the  intercollegiate 
sports.  They  would  be  funded  in  that  order. 

With  this  order  of  funding.  Pilsbury  commented  that 
varsity  sports  will  have  to  cut  their  expenses,  mostly 
from  a  "major  cutback  of  games." 

So  it  seems  that  the  Athletic  Department  is  in  for  a 
major  overhauling.  AD  discussions  will  conlinue,  for 
either  a  joint  or  split  budget.  Whatever  the  decision, 
varsity  sports  seems  destined  to  be  cut  considerably.

On  May  3,  members  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Community  College 
chapter  of  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers  Association  held  a 
meeting  to  discuss  and  vote  on 
the  actions  passed  at  the 
delegate  assembly.  After 
several  faculty  members  spoke, 
it  was  clear  that  the  action  of 
withholding  grades  is  not 
aimed  at  hurting  the  students.

But 

not  only  do  sophomores  present  blue  cards,  many 

freshmen  "borrow"  blue  cards  and  do  their  pari  to  fill 

the  fast'moving  courses 

The  people  who  hand  out  the  courses  cannot  tell 
between  sophomores  and  freshmen  There  is  no  other 
means  of  verification  of  status  other  than  a  glance  at  a 
blue  card.  The  teachers  who  know  of  registration 
•i^raud"  don't  do  much;  thus,  most  freshmen  get  away 
with  the  maneuver. 

It's  one  thing  to  compete  for  courses  with 
sophomores,  but  to  also  contend  with  the  growing 
number  of  freshmen  who  are  too  anxious  to  wail  a  day 
is  too  much  When  freshmen  know  that  their  peers  are 
getting  away  with  it,  they  feci  forced  to  pull  the  same 
trick  or  choose  from  the  bottom  of  the  barrel.  The 
ensuing  domino  principle  eliminates  the  chance  for  the 
other  freshmen  to  get  the  classes  they  want.

Governor  Dukakis  blatantlv  ienored  the  fruits  of  tl 
letter  writing  rally  last  fall,  and  made  further  politic 
blunders  by  not  acknowledging  the  petitions  sent  tl- 
semester  urging  the  immediate  release  of  funds  for  tl 
faculty's  raises. 


The  faculty  union  members  have  been  issued  a  letter 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees  which  slates  in  part  that  if 
they  proceed  with  a  "strike  action"  (the  grade  hold- 
back), they  may  be  fired  or  May  paychecks  could  be 
withheld.

During  his  receni  visit  here  lo  4Cs  on  September  23. 
Governor  Michael  Dukakis  proposed  the  idea  that  m 
order  to  improve  transportation  onto  (he  Cape. 
Amirak  will  be  brought  in  from  Boston  and  New 
York.  ^  .     , 

Said  Dukakis.  "Wc  arc  prepared  to  put  a  great  deal 
of  money  towards  an  Amtrak  (line)  from  New  York  to 
the  Cape.  It  would  be  a  real  good  freight  service,  as 
well  as  passenger  service  " 

I  think  that  this  proposal,  if  carried  out,  would  ruin 
(he  Cape  and  turn  it  in(o  another  Long  Island. 
Imagine  the  thought  of  an  Amtrak  station  in  Hyannis 
(which  is  where  Dukakis  wants  to  put  it).  Such  public 
transportation  would  bring  in  an  influx  of  outsiders, 
especially  Boslonians  and  New  Yorkers. 

Hyannis  and  the  surrounding  area  would  be  built  up 
tremendously,  and  construction  of  new  homes  (and 
other  buildings)  would  probably  double  or  triple.  The 
attitude  of  many  Boslonians  would  be  "why  live  in  the 
city  when  I  can  move  down  to  the  Cape  and  take  a 
comfortable  train  to  work  each  morning," 

I  am  not  against  expansion  of  the  Cape,  but  1  am 
certainly  against  a  move  like  this  which  guarantees 
rapid  expansion  of  this  area  Many  of  the  Cape 
residents  already  arc  upset  over  the  expansion  of 

However,  Dukakis  sees  no  trouble  with  (he  Cape 
natives  "1  have  no  doubt  the  Cape  could  adjust 
quickly."  commented  the  Massachuse((s  statesman  "I 
think  the  demand  is  there."
